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ROBINHOOD JUNIPER 


We consider this tree one of the most valuable 
introductions in recent years. A narrow pyramid 
covered with rather fine, dense, dark green foliage, 
that requires no trimming and keeps its rich color 
during all seasons. 

Since its introduction several years ago, JUNIPER 
ROBINHOOD has become increasingly popular be- 
cause of its spectacular form and rapid growth. The 
tree used in the picture on this page is the original 
speciman growing in our display grounds at 48th 
and ‘’O” streets. It is extremely hardy, having suf- 
fered no ill effects from either the drought years 
of 1930-1935 or the severe winter of 1940.

Like many 
highly colored Evergreens, this bluish color 
is a bloom or sheen—a sort of powdery sub- 
stance on the outside of the needles; there- 
fore, it is most pronounced after the new 
growth appears and throughout the summer.

ANDORRA. See picture. Low, spreading plants with grayish green foliage 
that reach about 15 inches in height. Its main distinction is the

HORIZONTALIS. Very good ground cover. The foliage very dense and 
of a fresh gray-green color.

PFITZER. See picture. An excellent tree for foundation plantings, bor- 
ders and in front of larger Evergreens. It will stand considerable 
shade, making it of use on the north side of the buildings where many 
varieties are not satisfactory. 

SAVIN. See picture. The old familiar, low, many-branched shrub. 

VIRGINIANA (Red Cedar). See picture. This variety is well known 
throughout the country. Dense and columnar, with bluish green 
foliage turning to a reddish purple in late fall or winter. 

VON EHRON. An interesting variation of the Savin Juniper. Very com- 
pact and has an irregular low spreading form with semi-upright 
branches. 









GRAFTED JUNIPERS 


CANNART. See picture. A very desirable 
tree, growing in a symmetrical, py- 
ramidal shape, well covered with dark 
green foliage of whip-cord form. Re- 
mains dark green winter and summer. 


DUNDEE. A compact, symmetrical, pyra- 
mid-shaped tree of moderate size. Its 
spring and summer color is grayish 
green, with a slight blue cast. Winter 
color is a purplish plum shade. 

HILL’S SILVER. Has very light, frosty 
blue foliage which is most pronounced 
during the spring and hot Summer. 
Growth is compact and symmetrical. 

ay ee ‘ PATHFINDER. This tree found favor 

Savin Juniper almost instantly by reason of its out- 
standing silver foliage. It is upright in 
habit, full at the base, limbs curved 

upward. Will grow about one foot a year. See picture. 


STUHR’S SILVER. Another one of our introductions in recent years, this 
Scopulorum can be used to advantage where a slow growing Ever- 
green is desired. 


VIRGINIANA GLAUCA. The new growth is of almost a whitish blue 
color. It grows quite rapidly, and is one of the few Evergreens which 
thrives cver the entire country. 


PINES 
AUSTRIAN. See picture. Extra long needles of rich green, spreading 
branches, and handsome form. 


MUGHO. Very hardy, spreading 
dwarf, compact Pine. Fine for 
rockeries, foundation plantings or 
used in front of larger growing 
varieties. See picture. 


PONDEROSA. Invaluable for solid 
backgrounds or enormous, spread- 
ing specimens on the lawn. 
Needles are longer than on any 
other Pine, extraordinarily thick, 
and of a rich deep green. 

SCOTCH. Rapid growing, very hardy, 
and does well in almost any soil. 


WHITE. Noted for its soft, light 
aie ~~ silvery green needles, and _ its 
Mugho Pine graceful, majestic stature. 











SHADE and ORNAMENTAL 
TREES 


ASH, American White. A tall growing 
native tree, comparatively free from 
insect pests and tough wooded enough 
to resist wind damage. 


CRAB, Dolgo. A highly ornamental tree. 
Not only serves as a handsome lawn 
specimen, but produces bright red 
fruit of fine quality. The flowers are 
white flushed with pink. Very hardy. 


CRAB, Hopa. The red new foliage and 
beautiful single red blossoms which 
completely cover the tree in the early 
spring make it the most attractive of 
spring-flowering ornamental trees. 
The fruit is small, red inside and out, 
remaining on tree until autumn. See 
picture. 


ELM, American. This majestic tree is 

noted for its graceful beauty. It is

gel used trees for street planting and as a shade tree for lawns and 
parks. 





ELM, Chinese. A fast growing, graceful, small-leaved tree with a ‘bushy 
head. Very hardy, thriving under dry conditions in sandy or poor soil 
where most other trees fail. For a windbreak on the prairie or where a 
dense screen is desired, this tree has no equal. 


ELM, Moline. A new pyramidal, vigorous growing variety, with large, hand- 
some green foliage. Fine tree for street planting. 


HACKBERRY. This tree resembles the American Elim in foliage and twig 
characteristics. The bark is ridged in an interesting manner. The Hack- 
berry is ideally suited to boulevard and yard planting and is comparatively 
free from insect pests. It will grow in exposed situations and on poorer 
soil than many other trees. 


LINDEN, American. A fine native tree, very suitable for lawn or street 
planting. The large leaves are heart-shaped. Fragrant, cream-white 
flowers are borne in May and June. 


LOCUST, Thornless Honey. Handsome, rapid growing tree of open habit. 
Delicate fernlike foliage of bright green. Excellent for lawn or street 
planting. Hardy, long-lived, succeeding in almost any kind of soil. 


MAGNOLIA, Soulangeana. This is the most decorative and popular of the 
Hardy Magnolias, producing a wealth of very large, rose colored blooms 
just before the leaves come in the spring. The blooms measure from 4 
to 5 inches across. See picture. 


MAPLE, Schwedler’s. Brilliant purplish red leaves in the spring make a rich 
contrast with the vivid greens of surrounding nature. Gradually the 
highly colored foliage softens to:bronze, then a little later to deep waxen 
green. 


MAPLE, Soft. The fastest growing and largest of the Maples. 


MAPLE, Sugar. Tall, stately treés of great beauty. Foliage turns to bril- 
liant shades of yellow and orange in the fall. j 


MOUNTAIN .ASH, European. A. fine, hardy tree. The head is dense and 
regular, covered with’a mass of white flowers in June, followed by yellow 
berries which turn: bright scarlet. 


OAK, Pin. ‘Tall, pyramidal eles Foliage glossy green, be- 
coming brilliantly colored in the fall. 


OAK, Red. Handsome Oak of open growth and rounding head. 
Large, glossy dark green leaves turn to vivid scarlet hues 
in the fall. Wonderful tree for lawn and street planting. 


PLUM, Purple ‘Leaf. Rich, purple-red foliage all summer. 


POPLAR, Lombardy. Our biggest selling shade tree. Tall, 
slim pyramid, branching from the ground—the most strik- 
ing formal tree for the landscape. Most effective in groups 
of 3 and 5 or in rows 2 to 5 feet apart.

HARDY FLOWERING SHRUBS 


ALMOND, Pink. An early flowering 
shrub with beautiful roselike flow- 
ers, which are double and cover 
the shrub. 


ALTHEA Rosea. This old favorite is 
of never-failing beauty and use- 
fulness, for it blooms in late Au- 
gust when few other flowers are 
available. 


BARBERRY, Red-Leaved. Easily 
grown and gives best results in 
the sun as the sun brings out the 
color of the foliage.

HIGHBUSH CRANBERRY. A _ large growing shrub which very much 
resembles the bush of the Snowball. 


HYDRANGEA A. G. (Hills of Snow). This is the early flowering Hy- 
drangea. Comes into bloom in July and continues until frost. Large, 
flat, white blooms. Does well in the shade. 


HYDRANGEA P. G. The large fall-blooming Hydrangea. Great panicles 
of bloom often 12 inches tong by 8 inches in diameter come into full 
development in September.

BARBERRY, Green. Too well known to require any comment. In fall its 
colored foliage and red berries cheer the boundaries of millions of 
gardens and homes. 


ELM, Chinese. We know of no other plant that will produce a permanent 
hedge as quickly as Chinese Elm. 


LILAC, Persian. Sometimes called Chinese Lilac. It grows to a height of 
106 to 12 feet. Various shades of lavender and purple blossoms literally 
cover the compact plants in April and May. This Lilac does not 
sprout away from the plant—the objection to the old-fashioned Lilac. 
Also makes a beautiful sheared hedge. See picture. 


POPLAR, Lombardy. A unique and beautiful living green wall can be 
created by planting Lombardy Poplars one foot apart, and cutting 
the tops off straight like a hedge. Makes a solid wall through which 
no animal can crawl. , 


PRIVET, Amur River. This plant has been used for hedges to a tremen- 
dous extent in the past few years and has given general satisfaction.

PRIVET, Thompson’s. This very hardy Privet is an improved variety of 
the Hardy Russian Privet having rich, glossy green leaves on an un- 


usually bushy plant. It is becoming more popular for hedge planting 
each yeor.
